Two pictures best capture the ecstasy and the agony of 
the Indians’ storybook 1954 baseball season, 

The first was the one that showed how late first base- 
man Vic Wertz celebrated the pennant. On his bald head, 
his teammates charcoaled “WE'RE IN”. He held down 
his head and was flanked by manager Al Lopez and 
general manager Hank Greenberg in the famous photo 
that captured the emotional high of setting an American 
League record with 111 regular season victories. 

The second was very bittersweet. It is a reel of four 
sequence photos of a sensational and historic catch by 
Willie Mays of a deep drive to center field in the Polo 
Grounds by Wertz in the first game of the 1954 World 
Series. 

Many people still think that the Indians haven't bounced 
back since Mays’ catch as they went on to be swept in 
four straight games in the World Series by the then-New 
York Giants. The fifth game was to be playedona Sunday 
afternoon at the Stadium and 80,000 tickets went unused. 

It didn’t take long for the Indians to get pennant fever 
in 1954. In April, the Tribe languished in sixth place in the 
eight-team American League as it posted a 6-6 record. 

Cleveland climbed to third in the first two weeks of 
May and then took over the lead during the week of May 
17. Their monthly records the rest of the way were 22-7 in 
May, 20-8 in June, 21-8 in July, a blazing 26-6 in August 
and 16-7 in September. 

The Indians ended a five-year streak of New York 
Yankee championships, dating back to 1948 when the 
Indians captured the American League pennant, the 
playoff game and the World Series. When the dust had 
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settled on the 1954 regular season, Cleveland had an 
eight game lead on the Yankees, 17 on the Chicago 
White Sox, 42 on the Boston Red Sox. . . 

The Indians played over .800 baseball against four 
teams in winding up with a .721 winning percentage. 
They were 20-2 (.909) against Boston, 19-3 (.864) 
against Baltimore, and 18-4 (.818) each against Phila- 
delphia and Washington. 

The Indians had several statistical highlights in the 
1954 season, as well as winning 111 games. 

Among them were: 
® Second baseman Bobby Avila won the American 
League batting championship with a .341 average. 
Centerfielder Larry Doby won the American League 
home run (32) andruns batted in (126) championships. 
The team led the major leagues in doubleheaders with 
an .816 winning percentage as it won 13 twin bills, lost 
one and split five. 

The pitching staff set an American League record 
with its 2.78 earned run average. 

Pitching leaders were Mike Garcia (19-8, league’s 
best ERA of 2.64), Early Wynn (23-11, 2.72), Bob 
Lemon (23-7, 2.72), Bob Feller (13-3, 3.09), Art Houtte- 
man (15-7, 3.35) and Hal Newhouser (7-2, 2.49). Also 
there was the emergence of what was to be a stellar 
bullpen in rookies Don Mossi (6-1, 1.94) and Ray 
Narleski (3-3, 2.22). 

The Indians, who had been predicted to finish third 
behind the Yankees and White Sox, still found them- 
selves in a pennant race as late as the morning of Sep- 
tember 5. The second-place Bronx Bombers were just 
3-1/2 games back. 

Detroit and Chicago each jumped to 11-5 starts while 
the Tribe got off to an early 3-6 getaway and was in the 
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cellar. The Indians then began a spurt and took over first 
place on May 16 as they were in the midst of an 11-game 
winning streak. 

The Tribe clung to the lead until June 8 when the White 
Sox took over for four days. Cleveland then led the rest 
of the way, except for a brief period between games of a 
mid-July doubleheader. 

The Indians and White Sox were volleying for position 
in early July as the Indians handed the visiting Pale Hose 
four straight one-run losses at the Stadium July 2-4, but 
the White Sox gained revenge July 9-11. At the All-Star 
break, the Indians had a one-half game lead. 

The Tribe stretched their lead over the Yankees to 1-1/2 
games by taking two of three at Yankee Stadium July 
23-26. 

Manager Lopez's Indians then won 13 in a 14 game 
stretch beginning Aug. 6, but the Yankees were enjoying 
a 10-game winning streak simultaneously as the Indians 
were only able to hold a 2-1/2 game lead on Aug. 20. 

The Indians then built their advantage to 3-1/2 games 
by September 2. However, ina span from September 8 to 
20, the Yankees went on an 11-game losing streak and 
that was the key to the Indians winning the pennant. 

Many will remember the memorable Sept. 12 Indians- 
Yankees doubleheader that drew a Stadium twin-bill 
record crowd of 84,578. 

The Tribe, accused of being baseball's manila folders 
in the past, pulled off a 4-1 and 3-2 Sunday Sweep of the 
Yankees to virtually clinch the pennant. The actual 
clincher came September 18 in Detroit when Narleski 
saved Wynn's 3-2 victory and Dale Mitchell and Jim 
Hegan hit homers. 

The Indians had to overcome the injury bug. Al Rosen 
sustained a chipped right index finger May 25 but still 
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batted .300 with 24 homers and 102 RBI. Shortstop 
George Strickland was out six weeks with a fractured 
jaw. Ouch! 

After posting an American League record 111 regular 
season victories, the Tribe was swept in four straight 
games by the New York Giants in the 1954 World Series. 

Asensational catch by Willie Mays in the first inning of 
the opener to snare a 460-foot drive by Wertz as Mays 
nabbed the ballin front of the centerfield bleachers with 
his back to the plate, was the main culprit in the Tribe's 
demise. 

Also, the bat of pinch-hitter extraordinaire Dusty 
Rhodes wreaked havoc with the Tribe pitching staff. The 
husky clouter hit a pinch-homer to win the first game 
and delivered vital singles in the second and third con- 
tests. He also homered in the second game after enter- 
ing the lineup. 

Asa team the Indians batted a woeful .190. Only Wertz 
had a successful time of it, batting .500 in 16 trips with a 
homer, triple and two doubles. 

Among the other woeful warriors were Avila at .133, 
Doby .125, Dave Philley at .125, Wally Westlake at .143, 
Strickland at .000, Sam (Win Plenty With Dente) Dente at 
.000, Rosen at .250 and Jim Hegan at .154. Lemon lost 
games one and four (5-2 and 7-4); Wynn game two (3-1) 
and Garcia game three (6-2). 

The only thing not bittersweet about the World Series 
of 1954 were the pay checks, with the winners and losers 
receiving record amounts of $11,147.90 and $6,712.50, 
respectively. 

That was a nice hunk of change 30 years ago.
